Father Claims Damages for 
Daughter’s Ueath. 


Arising out of the death of an 
tight year old. Chinese girl, who 
was knocked down acd killed bya 
bus belonging to the Kowloon 
Motorbos Company, Ltd, in 
Sbhenghai Street on Oct, 17th, the 
father and nextofkin, Tsang 
Kwan, a hawker of Shamshaipo 
brought an action against the 
Motorbas Company, in the Sum~ 
mary Court, before Mr. Justice 
Gompertz, this moruing, claim- 
ing $1,000 and costs. 

Mr. C. A. S. Russ appeared for 
plaintiff and defendants were rep- 
resented by Mr. RE.A. Webster. 

-Plaintiffs story was that at 2 
o'clock on Oct. 17th. deceased was 
walking with her mother and a 
woman friend in shanghai Street, 
going io the direction of Yaumati. 
Vhey had reached the junction of 
Taipo Road and were walking 
near the middle of the road, 
slightly on the right hand side. 
The motorbus came from behind, 
rounding the corner, and, accord- 
ing to plaintiff, swerved back 
across the road acd kaocked 
down tho child and ran over ber. 
It also struck the woman triend, 
it was alleged, and bruised her. 
The bus went on its way forsome 
distacce at a fair speed, and then 
pulled up. The injured child was 
taken to the Kworg Wah Hos- 
pital, where she died at 4 o'clock. 

Thepoint at issue, Mr. Russ ex- 
plained, was whether these people 
wore walking down the rasd and 
the basran into them, or whetber, 
hearing the bus coming, they 
hesiteted and tne child ran across 
the road in front of the vehicle.

King Edward VII and the Hong- 
kong Government Education 
Scholar, 1922, respectively, - 

The Hon, Mr. Irving made a 
short speech, He congratulated Wil 
liam Youngsaye upon his remark- 
able success, As the Headmaster 
had raid, that wan a very novel 
prizegiving in that they did not 
vive any prizes.

The Headmaster‘ continues: 

The Discipline Is generally ex- 
vellent, but it is bad .in: Chinese 
lessons. Certain boys ‘should pay 
a little more attention to details 
eg, the way in which they keep 
their clothes, exercige books, etc.; 
all these small things count very 
much in discipline. 

We have developed the Prefect 
System and boys are now-more “on 
their honour” {in and out of School. 

In Games we have decided to 
join no Teaguea or Associations; 
we are willing to play any school’ 
in Friendly Matches; Thé League 

System in nut a good ‘system: for 
Schools nor sre the systems cf}; 
holding Sports for Prizes or In- 
ternational Contests for “School 
Brys. 

In connection with Games” and 
Work we ure gradually developing 
the House Systems; our aim is to 
get as many boys as“pbssible to 
do something forstheir House and 
for the Schaol. 


Salaries and Fees,

This constant flow 
of the surplus population of one 
land to ancther, aod the fact that 
the number of-people in the world 
is steadily increasing, gives rise 
to speculation oa the position of 
even a hundred years hence.

A garment dating from the 
Bronze Age discovered by peat: 
cutters a few fest below the 
surfacd ofa Swedish fen, has 
come ont intact, thanka to the 
soilin whish i: was found.
